From the opening day of football practice to the final 
game of the season the 1953 Red Devil football squad 
from Sweetwater proved to be one of the strongest teams 
turned out of the National City High School in many 
years. 

Both head coach Barney Newlee and line coach John 
Green agreed at the first of the year that this would be 
one of the stronger teams in the league. The Su-Hi 
Eleven didn’t let their coaches down by winding up in 
second place in the final Metro League standings. The 
Diablos had a seasons record of seven wins against one 
setback and a tie. 

One of the most impressive victories of the campaign 
came on the closing game of the season when Sweetwater 
scored a brilliant 14 to 7 victory over Oceanside High. 
Other teams who went down in defeat at the hands of 
the Devils were Grossmont, Escondido, Coronado, Mar 
Vista, San Dieguito and Vista. Leuzinger managed a 
tie with Su-Hi. Chula Vista gave the Devils their only 
defeat of the season. 

Coach Newlee once again relied on the passing of 
Don Magee and Dick Tomlinson and the pass receiving 
of his quartet of fine ends: Jim Redman, Ray Pena, Eddie 
Morrison and Gene Varela, all who accounted for several 
of the Sweetie scores. 

Magee showed his value by passing for ten touch¬ 
downs and running for two. Tomlinson co-captain of the 
squad was one of the more versatile players on the team. 
He did the extra point kicking and the punting as well 
as having a hand in most of the Sweetie scores. 

Bill Johnson at 5’ 6” was possibly one of the smallest 


players in the Metro League but was one of the more 
dangerous runners in the League with his deceptive run¬ 
ning and pass receiving.

Head Coach Tom Parker and Assistant Coach 
Barney Newlee took a supposed-to-be-average Varsity 
track team and made them one of the most feared teams 
in the Metro League. Prior to press time the Diablo 
cinder crew were undefeated with victories over Escon¬ 
dido, Coronado and Mar Vista. 

It is not hard to single out the most outstanding in¬ 
dividual event man on the squad. He is the highly touted 
Diablo half-mile ace in the person of Darrell Sager, who 
has already turned in a 2:01.3, which is one of the five 
fastest times in Southern California at press time and 
was good enough for a new school standard, breaking a 
ten-year-old mark. David Kemper and Ronnie Parker 
rounded out the strong 880 trio. The mile threesome, 
headed by Art Hennessay, who has run the four lapper 
in 4:49, Robbie Webster and Barry Southard proved to 
be one of the best mile groups in the league. 

Martin Greenlee and Felix Inzunza were Su-Hi’s big 
point getters in the 440. Greenlee had the best clocking 
of 53.8. Russell Himmer and Waco Thrower picked up 
several points for the Sweeties in the 100-yard dash, both 
having a clocking of 10.7. Thrower, John Hammer and
